Punctually at 
8 am., on Tuesday a start was made 
from the city hall, and the committee 
commenced its tour of inspection 
throughout the city, visiting the places 
for which applications have been 
made for sewer and water extensions 
and sidewalks. The Highlands and 
North Edmnton were the districts 
first vistied, and dt is probable that 
a sewer for the Highlands will be re- 
commended, Then the committee 
went on to the neighborhod north of 
Alberta avenue, from whence _ there 
are requests for sidewalks. Following 
this the journey was extended to Weat- 
mount, fo investigate an application 
for sewer and water, and here again 
the committee were favorable to the 
sewer being extended. Then there 
was a visit to 121st street and 123rd 
street jto see whether sidewalks were 
necessary, and the . morning's work 
wound up with a trip out to the 
Stony Plain road, where a sidewalk 
has been asked for. 

The committee are planning to do

Hon. A, G. MacKay admonished his 
hearers not to delay in arranging for 
the primaries and holding a convention 
so as to get a candidate into the field. 
He then proceeded to review some of 
the legislation ased at the recent 
session of the legislature. There were 
four cognate measures, he sald, which 
had all worked to the eame great end, 
namely the Equal Suffrage Act, the 
Dower Act, the Act dealing with the 
care of dependent children and the 
Factory Act. 

Mr. MacKay dwelt particularly on 
the effects of the dependent children's 
legislation in the province, which had 
resulted in the placing of 2,500 child- 
ren in carefully supervised foeter 
homes instead of being sent to re- 
formatories and treated like criminals 
or quasi-criminals. He also pore at 
length on the Dower Act and the Fac- 
tory Act, indicating the advance which 
they had registered in the treatment 
of women and industrial employees.

Ottawa, May 8.—A_ report that} 
ought to be an important factor in} 
solving one of Canada’s most import- | 
ant railway problems has just been 
completed on the Canadian Northern 
Railway system by a special commis- 
sion composed of Edward BE, Loomis, 
president of the Lehigh Valley Rall- 
road Co,, and former vice-president of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Railroad Co., and John W, Platten, 


president of the United States Mort- 
Kage & Trust Co. ; 
In their investigation and study the 


commission had the assistance of | 
Messrs, Coverdale & Colpitts, the well- 
known American railway engineers. 

The commission was appointed “on } 
the suggestion of leading banking and 
financial interests in New York, and 
was recognized as containing the most 
eminent authorities on railway mat- 
ters that could be obtained, 


For almost twelve months now the 
commission has been at work making 
an exhaustive study of the entire Ca- 
nadian Northern Railway system's 
undertaking as a transcontinental pro- 
ject. In their complete report the 
commission deal with all the principal 
features of this enormous undertak- 
ing, with a view of determining the 
exact position of the company, its op- 
portunities for traffic and the amount 
of capital to be required to complete 
it, with adequate equipment, termi- 
nals and connections and the earning 
power it should possess under normal 
conditions when the entire undertak- 
ing has been rounded -out as a com- 
plete Canadian transcontinental sys- 
tem. 


Throughout Canada interest+in the 
report will centre on the opportunity 
it affords of obtaining from outside 
independent experts full information 
regarding the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way undertaking.

Necessity of Niagara Frontier Line, 


“While these features will be con- 
sidered in detail later as a part of the 
improvement and betterment program, 
yet it is deemed important at this 
time to mention specifically the ne- 
cessity for the Niagara frontier ine 
and car ferries. The existing inade- 
quate transportation service via the 
frontier line is detrimental to Can- 
ada.

“The commission have worked out 
nm complete improvement and better- 
mnent program, indicating the various 
improvements that should be carried 
out and the additional equipment ac- 
quired to make the Canadian North- 
ern completely self-sustaining. With 
a view of indicating just how this 
can be worked out, the commission 
have prepared what they term mini- 
mum and maximum program of ex- 
penditure, the minimum being for 
three years and the maximum being 
for five years, and they also indicate 
the results of operation during the 
first year following the completion of 
these programs, as they have been 
estimated by the experts.

The building of the Salmon rivet 
bridge wil not soon be forgotten by 
ehgineers and men of science. But,

Salmon. 

Had the Government permitted the 
‘Kyak coalfields to be opened up, the 
iower reaches of the 8. R, & N. would 
have had a value, but all activity in 
that region had been throttled, and 
the policy of delay and indecision at 
weadquarters promised no relief, 

Careful as had been the plans, ex- 
)austive and painstaking as had been 
the preparations, the bvridge-builders 
met with unpreventable delays, dis 
appointments, and disasters; for man 
is but uw feeble creature whose brain 
\ires and whose dreams are brittle, 
it ts with these hindrances and acc!- 
cents and with their effect upon the 
outcome that we have to deal. 

Of course, the greatest handicap, 
the one ever-present obstacle, wus the 
cold, and this made itself most 
troublesome in the sinking of the cais- 
sons and the building of the concrete 
plers. It was necessary, for instance, 
to house in all cement work, and to 
yuise the temperature nol only of the 


uir surrounding it, but of the mate rials 
themselves before they were mixed 
une laid. Huge wind-breaks had to be 


built to protect the outside men from 
the gales that scoured the river-bed, 
und these were forever blowing down 
or euffering damage from the hurrl- 
canes.

Patrick Henry 

in the thick of national crises the 
ability to persuade others is the strong- 
est power an individual can_ wield. 
Such a power was Patrick Henry's. 
His words burned home and made the 
hearts of his auditors blaze with the 
emotions upon which he called, It 
is interesting to note that the country 
with which we are now allied and in 
close friendship was the one aguinst 
which he poured out his wrath, Or 
rather, it was against the German king 
of that country, ngland, that he di- 
rected his mermorable speech. 

From the earlier disagreements 
with the mother country his influence 
was all for the preservation and ex- 
tension of colonial liberties. He was 
born May 9, 1736. In 1765, a young 
mun not yet thirty, he became a 
member of the Virginia house of bur- 
gesses, The siamp act had excited 
the people. Young Henry, with a 
presumption which angered many of 
his maturer colleagues, offered reso- 
jutions setting forth the rights of the 
colonies. In the debate he suddenly 
uttered the words, “Caesar had his 
Brutus, Charles the First his Crom- 
well, and George the Third—” 

A clamor arose, and cries of ‘Treas- 
on! Treason!"

‘\——-Muy protit by 
Then, firmly: “If this 
make the most of it.” 

Thus began the public life of a man 
whose youth had been most unprome- 
ising in its elovenliness and laziness, 
who had failed at furming and at 
business, and who had succeeded ut 
law only after a dubious beginning 
which was turned into triumph by « 
quite unlooked-for burst of eloquence. 
His services to his country continued 
until his voluntary retirement from 
public life in 1791, at the age of 
fifty-five. Subsequently Washington 
und Adums offered him high offices, 
but Henry declined successively to be 
United States senator, secretary of 
state, chief justice of the supreme 
court, or minister to France. In 
1799, urged by Washington, he con- 
sented to be elected to the Virginia 
legislature, but died June 6, before 
taking his seat.

This day. in the year 1671, wit- 
nessed one of the most extraordinary 
uttempts at robbery recorded in the 
annals of crime. The -principal char- 
acter was Thomas Blood, whose fathe: 
was u Wealthy iron master under the 
reign of Charley the First. Blood at- 
tempted to steal the crown jewels of 
England. When civil war broke out 
Blood espoused the cause of parlia- 
ment and rose to the rank of colonel, 
At the restoration he .was penniless. 
He bore a bitter grudge against the 
Duke of Ormond, lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, In 1668 he formed a plot 
to surprise Dublin castle and seize 
the duke. This plot was discovered 
before it could be carried out. He 
roamed about for several years and 
finally established himself in London. 
Here he pored as a physician. In 
1670 he made an attempt on the life 
of the Duke of Ormond, The duke 
was held up at night by six masked 
men, ineaded by Blood, but managed 
to escape. A reward of a thousand 
pounds was put upon Blood's head but 
in vain, A few months later Blood 
formed the design upon the crown 
jewels, (They were at the time in 
care of an aged keeper named Tal- 
bot Edwards. Blood made his ac- 
quaistance by visiting the tower, 
where the jewels wore kept, in tho 

igo of & parson, and with a woman 
wh nosed as his wife. © woman, 
while inspecting the regalia with 
Blood, pretended to be taken ill and 
was treated with great kindliness by 
Edwards and his wife, who lived on 
the premises. A few days later Blood 
returned with a present for the keep- 
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er of the tower. Thus began an intim- 
ate friendship. It was not long after 
that Blood brought two companions 
to the tower to view the jewels. All 
of them carried concealed weapons. 
The keeper was overpowered and 
Blood concealed the crown under his 
cloak, while his companions took the 
orb and sceptre, The latter was too 
large to be carried off so they pro- 
ceeded to (file it in two. While they 
were thus engaged Edwards’ son and 
e companion at arms discovered them 
Blood and his companions fled, but 
were overpowered. Blood was brought 
before the king and practically in- 
timidated the king into sparing his 
lite and thut of the other conspirators 
by threats of vengeance. Not alone 
that, but the impudence cf the man so 
impressed the king that he granted 
him some land in Trelund. It is gaid 
that he later obtained many a favor 
at court.

Lord Howard de Walden
